Property Owners Hold Key 
In First Action On Bypass 


§ City council Tuesday night turn­ 
ed the spotlights of the Route 23 
controversy upon a group of ap­ 
proximately 30 property owners 
who may eventually hold the bal­ 
ance of power in debate over the 
highway bypass. 
The property owners are those 
whose land in whole or part 
would be left outside the corpora­ 
tion If the city pulls back western 
sections of its city limits—part of 
# th e agreement the state has of­ 
fered Circleville. 
Councilmen agreed the “ detach­ 
ing” procedure should be the next 
step toward seeking a decision on 
the touchy bypass issue. 
They point out the whole plan as 
now outlined by the state might be 
stalled if impossible hurdles are 
uncovered in the move to shrink 
the city limits. 
At the same time, strength again 
¿¿^beared to be shifting toward the 
bypas 
in the basic argument—if 
the prelim inary aijion now launch­ 
ed by the* fa .v matters favors t h e 
highway change.

NEARLY 40 men, including sev­ 
eral city officials, were in the sec­ 
tion reserved for spectators when 
Council President Ben Gordon gave 
priority to the bypass problem soon 
after qpening Tuesday night’s ses- 
Mion. 
^ A few minutes prior to open dis­ 
cussion on the issue, council heard 
and accepted without comment a 
letter signed “ Reichelderfer Sis­ 
ters” of 646 North Court street. 
Urging the bypass, the communica­ 
tion said in part: 
“ We protest violently to a four- 
lane highw'ay past our residence.” 
There was a ripple of chuckles 
when Mayor Ed Amey carried 
~into Council Chambers a copy of 
»th e state code and a supplemen­ 
tary section, two volumes total­ 
ing more than one-half foot in 
thickness. 
The lawmakers have made no se­ 
cret of, the fact that this proposed 
change in the corporation line in­ 
volves legal details out of the ordi­ 
nary. 
Under interpretation of the pro­ 
cedure to be followed, each prop­ 
erty owner will have one vote re­ 
gard less of the size of the property 
involved. Actual residence on the 
property appareritly is not required 
in the case on hand.

Historic (But Chilly)

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19 — (¿1— 
President-elect Eisenhower is keep­ 
ing the road open for swift changes 
in Truman administration policies 
when he takes over the presidency 
Jan. 20. 
The 
carefully 
worded 
joint 
statement issued by Eisenhower 
and 
President 
Truman 
after 
their historic—if chilly — White 
House conference Tuesday waa 
regarded on Capitol Hill as indi­ 
cating Eisenhower has some of 
these changes definitely in mind. 
The statem ent emphasized that 
Eisenhower was not asked to as­ 
sume—and did 
not 
assume—any 
responsibility for decisions taken 
by the Truman administration in 
its last weeks. 
Republican 
lawmakers 
were 
speculating, for instance, that the 
new President may call for sharp 
cutbacks in the budget Truman is 
required to submit by Jan. 18. In­ 
dications are the Truman budget 
will run well above $80 billion or 
possibly as high as, $85 billion.

THERE ALSO might he early 
shifts of emphasis in the handling 
of foreign affairs, although no one 
expects any sudden change in bas­ 
ic policies despite the general’s 
forthcoming 
personal 
inspection 
trip to Korea. 
In their statem ent the President 
and his successor said they had 
discussed, in a 25-minute face-to- 
face conference and a 51-minute 
meeting later with their aides pre­ 
sent, “ some of the most important 
problems affecting our country in 
the sphere of international rela­ 
tions.” 
They said Eisenhower had been 
briefed on these problems.

89 Years Ago, A Man Made 
A Speech To Be Remembered 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 19_f*~ 
Eighty-nine years ago Wednes­ 
day. as soon as the Baltimore 
Glee Club had finished, the tall 
homely man pulled a paper from 
his pocket and began to read a 
speech in his high, unmusical 
voice. 
The crowd at Gettysburg, Pa , 
probably didn’t pay too much at­ 
tention. 
“ Fourscore and seven years 
ago,” Abraham Lincoln began, 
“ our fathers brought forth on this 
continent a new nation, conceiv­ 
ed in liberty and dedicated to the 
proposition that all men are ere 
ated equal.” 
After all, there had been plenty 
of speechmaking already. Espe­ 
cially from Edward Everett, who 
had been a U. S. senator, a gov­ 
ernor of Massachusetts, a cabi­ 
net member, a minister to Great 
Britain and president of Harvard. 
As the nation’s top orator, Ev­ 
erett, in his hour and 57-minute 
speech, touched all the bases, in­ 
cluding a description of how the 
early Greeks cared for those who 
were killed in battle. 
Lincoln stuck to his own na­ 
tion, and its awful problems. 
“Now we are engaged in a 
great civil war testing whether 
that nation, or any nation so con­ 
ceived and so dedicated, can long 
endure,” he said. 
“ We are met on a great battle- 


field of that war. We have come 
to dedicate a portion of that 
field, as a final resting place for 
those who here gave their lives 
tharl that nation might live. 
“ It is 
altogether fitting 
and 
proper that we should do this. 
“ But, in a larger sense, we can­ 
not dedicate, we cannot conse­ 
crate. 
we cannot hallow, this 
ground. The brave men, living 
and dead, who struggled here, 
have consecrated it far above our 
poor power to add or detract.” 
Oddly. Lincoln almost 
didn’t 
make the speech, and for a good 
reason No one asked him to. He 
had been invited to the ceremon­ 
ies earlier. After he had accept­ 
ed, the sponsors decided it would 
be OK to have the President say 
a “few appropriate rem arks.” 
To us now, some of the reac­ 
tion to the speech seems curious. 
The 
Harrisburg 
Patriot 
and 
Union said: “ We pass over the 
silly rem arks of the President; 
for the credit of the nation we 
are willing that the veil of obliv­ 
ion shall be dropped over them 
and that they shall no more be 
repeated or thought of.” 
And from the Chicago Times 
came this: “The cheek of every 
American must tingle with shame 
as, he reads the*silly, flat, and 
dish-watery utterances.” 
Lincoln himself didn’t seem to 
think he had a bell-ringer. 


“ The world will little note nor 
long rem em ber what we say 
here.” he said, “ but it can never 
forget what they did here.” 
Lincoln 
was 
ready 
for 
his 
windup. 
“ It is for us, the living, rather, 
to he dedicated here to the unfin­ 
ished 
work 
which 
they 
who 
fought here have thus far so nob­ 
ly advanced,” he said. “ It is 
rather for us to be here dedicat­ 
ed to the great task remaining 
before us—that from these honor­ 
ed dead we take increased devo­ 
tion to that cause for which they 
gave the last, full measure of de­ 
votion—that we here highly re­ 
solve that these dead shall not 
have died in vain; that this na­ 
tion. under God, shall have a new 
birth of freedom, and that gov­ 
ernment of the people, by the 
people, for the people, shall not 
perish from the earth.” 
The tall man sat down. He had 
been expected to make some per­ 
functory rem arks and probably 
he got only perfunctory applause. 
It didn’t m atter. The Chicago 
Tribune man summed it up in a 
sentence: 
“The dedicatory rem arks of 
President Lincoln will live among 
the annals of m an.” 
To be remembered, and pond­ 
ered, whenever the nation was in 
trouble.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19— *v- 
Sen. Homer Capehart

Penitentiary officials said Wednes­ 
day the prison is tense but quiet, 
19 days after the Halloween riot 
and fire. 
Col. George Mingle, superintend­ 
ent of the Ohhio Highway Patrol, 
said the penitentiary guards have 
the situation m hand. 
“There is no question as to who 
has control,” Mingle asserted. “We 
have it because of our manpower 
and our guns.” 
In addition to prison guards, 211 
! patrolmen are on duty inside the 
prison. The force represents almost 
half the patrol’s personnel. 
The riot broke out Oct. 31 at din­ 
ner time. Prisoners stormed out of 
the dining hall, tore up their cell* 
blocks and 
set fire 
to 
several 
buildings. Warden Ralph W. Alvis 
said about 50 per cent of the w reck­ 
age from the riot and fire had been 
cleaned up. He placed damage to 
the prison at $500.000. 
One indication of the tenseness in 
the prison was an attempt by one 
of the “ agitators” to arouse in­ 
mates in CeUblocks C and D to 
action after he broke a wash basin 
In his cell Monday night 
Alvis called the troublemakers 
“ psychopaths.” He said about 50 
leaders have been segregated from 
other prisoners in a range of cells 
by themselves. They are fed in 
their cells and are not allowed out.

19—uB—Hundreds of millions of dol­ 
lars of defense contracts in West 
Germany are under investigation 
by Allied and German authorities 
suspecting large-scale frauds and 
bribery. 
This was brought out by a series 
of developments folou ing the ar­ 
rest of two American engineers 
and more than 30 German contrac­ 
tors, and the investigation of a 
U. S. Army officer 
Dr. Hermann Lenhard, a Ger-

Robert N. Harms of Winter Park, 
Fla., one of the U. S. engineers 
arrested, predicted “this me?>s will 
go all the way up to including an 
American general.”

probe was behind their arrests, al­ 
though neither has been charged 
with construction frauds.

Eighty-nine years ago Wednes­ 
day. as soon as the Baltimore 
Glee Club had finished, the tail 
homely man pulled a paper from 
his pocket and began to read a 
speech in 
his 
high, unmusical 
voice. 
The crowd at Gettysburg, Pa., 
probably didn’t pay too much at­ 
tention. 
‘‘Fourscore and seven years 
ago.” Abraham Lincoln began, 
"our fathers brought forth on this 
continent a new nation, conceiv­ 
ed in liberty and dedicated to the 
proposition that all men are ere 
ated equal.” 
After all, there had been plenty 
of speechmaking already. Espe­ 
cially from Edward Everett, who 
had been a U. S. senator, a gov­ 
ernor of Massachusetts, a cabi­ 
net member, a minister to Great 
Britain and president of Harvard 
As the nation’s top orator, Ev­ 
erett. in his hour and 57-minute 
speech, touched all the bases, in­ 
cluding a description of how the 
early Greeks cared for those who 
were killed in battle. 
Lincoln stuck to his own na­ 
tion, and its awful problems. 
"Now we are engaged in a 
great civil war testing whether 
that nation, or any nation so con­ 
ceived and so dedicated, can long 
endure,” he said. 
"We are met on a great battle­ 


field of that war. We have come 
to dedicate a portion of that 
field, as a final resting place for 
those who here gave their lives 
that that nation might live. 
"It is 
altogether fitting 
and 
proper that we should do this. 
"But. in a larger sense, we can­ 
not dedicate, we cannot conse­ 
crate. 
we cannot hallow, this 
ground. The brave men, living 
and dead, who struggled here, 
have consecrated it far above our 
poor power to add or detract." 
Oddly, Lincoln almost 
didn’t 
make the speech, and for a good 
reason. No one asked him to. He 
had been invited to the ceremon­ 
ies earlier. After he had accept­ 
ed, the sponsors decided it would 
be OK to have the President say 
a "few appropriate remarks.” 
To us now, some of the reac­ 
tion to the speech seems curious. 
The 
Harrisburg 
Patriot 
and 
Union said: "We pass over the 
silly remarks of the President; 
for the credit of the nation we 
are willing that the veil of obliv­ 
ion shall be dropped over them 
and that they shall no more be 
repeated or thought of” 
And from the Chicago Times 
came this: "The cheek of every 
American must tingle with shame 
as he reads the*feilly. flat, and 
dish-watery utterances.” 
Lincoln himself didn't seem to 
think he had a bell-ringer. 


"The world will little note nor 
long 
remember what 
we say 
here.” he said, "but it can never 
forget what they did here.” 
Lincoln 
was 
ready 
for 
his 
windup. 
"It is for us, the living, rather. 
to he dedicated here to the unfin­ 
ished 
work 
which 
they 
who 
fought here have thus far so nob­ 
ly advanced," he said. "It 
is 
rather for us to be here dedicat­ 
ed to the great task remaining 
before us—that from these honor­ 
ed dead we take increased devo­ 
tion to that cause for which they 
gave the last full measure of de­ 
votion—that we here highly re­ 
solve that *hese dead shall not 
have died in vain; that this na­ 
tion, under God, shall have a new 
birth of freedom, and that gov­ 
ernment of the people, by the 
people, for the people, shall not 
perish from the earth." 
The tall man sat down. He had 
been expected to make some per­ 
functory remarks and probably 
he got only perfunctory applause. 
It didn't matter. The Chicago 
Tribune man summed it up in a 
sentence: 
"The dedicatory remarks of 
President Lincoln will live among

Ohio Prison 
Still Tense 
But Quiet 


COLUMBUS, Nov. 19-;.*-Ohio 
Penitentiary officials said Wednes­ 
day the prison is tense but quiet, 
19 days after the Halloween riot 
and fire. 
i 
Col. George Mingle, superintend­ 
ent of the Ohhio Highway Patrol, 
said the penitentiary guards have 
the situation in hand. 
"There is no question as to who 1 
has control,” Mingle asserted. "We j 
have it because of our manpower 
and our guns.” 
In addition to prison guards, 211 
patrolmen are on duty inside the 
prison. The force represents almost 
half the patrol’s personnel. 
The riot broke out Oct. 31 at din­ 
ner time. Prisoners stormed out of 
the dining hall, tore up their cell­ 
blocks and 
set fire 
to several 
buildings. Warden Ralph W. Alvis 
said about 50 per cent of the wreck­ 
age from the riot and fire had been 
cleaned up. He placed damage to 
the prison at $500,000 
One indication of the tenseness in 
the prison was an attempt by one 
of the "agitators” to arouse 
in­ 
mates in Cellblocks C and D to 
action after he broke a wash basin 
in his cell Monday night. 
Alvis called 
the troublemakers 
"psychopaths.” He said about 50 
leaders have been segregated from 
other prisoners in a range of cells 
by themselves. They are fed

their cells and are not allowed out.

The record-breaking turnout of 
voters on November 4 and the de­ 
cision they rendered give proof of a 
number of im portant facts. 
Many interpretations will be 
^ placed on the Eisenhower land­ 
slide, as it reflects the thinking 
and attitude of the people, but'' 
from an educator’s viewpoint the 
most important fact is that the 
vast majority of American people 
can be reached and influenced by 
educational facts. 
Since the election is over, non­ 
partisan observers now are agree­ 
ing that a great underlying issue 
in the contest was the Welfare State 
philosophy. By their votes, 55 per 
cent of the American electorate ap­ 
parently have rejected it. 
There were other issues, some of 
more immediate concern perhaps, 
but the difference in the basic po­ 
litical theories of the two parties is 
considered by most non-partisan 
observers to have been one of the 
m ajor fundamental 
issues 
upon 
which the voters expressed them ­ 
selves.

• • • 
PRESIDENT Truman and Presi­ 
dent Roosevelt before him repeat­ 
edly classified themselves and their 
administrations as “ slightly left of 
center.” The program which both 
sponsored 
but 
never 
quite 
got 
through Congress was considerably 
left of center. 
Its basic philosophy was embed­ 
ded in the Democratic platform 
adopted at Chicago last July. It 
£ frankly em braced the proposition 
that the citizen has the right to 
look to the government for at least 
the minimum economic needs of 
life. 
The present Republican philoso­ 
phy, on the other hand, projects 
as government’s prime responsibil­ 
ity, the improving and widening of 
the citizen’s opportunity to provide 
his own economic needs and wants 
for himself. 
^ 
The first definite signs of a 
trend toward big paternalistic 
government were becoming evi­ 
dent 15 years ago. 
It was also evident then that we 
were permitting a generation of 
youth to grow up not knowing about 
the benefits provided by the Amer­ 
ican system and not knowing the 
real factors in our way of life 
which are responsible for our un­ 
matched productivity. 
^ Not only were we neglecting, in 
^ tn a n y cases, to give our school and 
college youths the facts to make 
them dedicated supporters of con­ 
stitutional government and the cap­ 
italistic system, but American in­ 
dustrial employers were doing little 
toward selling their own employees 
on their own businesses or on the 
principles of private enterprise. 
In the last several years, how­ 
ever, a great many citizen leaders 
have awakened. School adm inistra­ 
t o r s and teachers by the hundreds 
have begun groping for suitable 
American citizenship teaching m a­ 
terials, and many American busi­ 
ness men have been carrying the 
economic facts of life to their em ­ 
ployees and customers. 
If the leftward trend is b e i n g 
slowed down, it is because the peo­ 
ple. weighing the facts at hand, feel 
their best self-interest lies in hav­ 
ing a less powerful and more mid- 
Bdle-of-the-road government. 
* * • 
IN OUR Republic, and with our 
democratic 
electoral 
processes, 
government must constantly re­ 
flect the will of the people—based 
on their knowledge, their hopes and 
fears. If a government doesn’t re­ 
flect the people’s will, it is a dic­ 
tatorship. 
In the depression days of t h e 
1930’s the overwhelming will of the 
ifr>eople dictated to government that 
it should use all means within the 
framework of the constitution 
to 
get the nation’s economy back on 
its feet. 
But when such measures as the 
NRA and the Supreme Court pack­ 
ing bill were tried, the people felt 
they were being carried too far to­ 
ward government control, or one- 
man rule, and they made t h e i r 
wishes known.

The extension office here is 
urging both farm and city resi­ 
dents to buy rat poison and hold 
it ready for "B-Day”—Dec. 15— 
a day when all will be urged to 
set out bait under a coordinated 
program for the whole county. 
H err emphasized, however, that 
destruction of the rats themselves 
is only a 
necessary prelim inary 
step toward the 
main 
p roblem - 
blocking off their breeding places 
^nd shutting down on their food 
supply. 
Herr will outline main points of 
the campaign with George Zeis by 
tape recording over Station WHKC 
12:45 p. m. Friday.

A STATEMENT issued by the 
extension branch follows: 
Campaigns to destroy rats are 
successful only in reducing the 
number of rats for a short time un­ 
less the following measures are in­ 
corporated in the campaign: 
1. Destruction of rats. 
2. Elimination of shelter. 
3. Elimination of food supply. 
To aid Pickaway County in 
carrying out this first step of a 
permanent rat control campaign, 
the extension is making available 
a ready mixed Warfarin bait. 
This bait comes in one pound 
paper packages and sell for 40 
cents a pound. Five pounds should 
be ordered for the average farm 
where rats are seen occasionally. 
On farms with a heavy infesta­ 
tion or many buildings infested, 10 
or more pounds should be ordered. 
To have the drive coordinated, bait 
must be ordered before Dee. 5 at 
any one of the 13 places listed be­ 
low, thus permitting time for deliv­ 
ery. 
• • • 
ELIMINATION of shelter is of 
particular importance. Unless the 
places where rats live are destroy­ 
ed, and the habitations broken up. 
control m easures are rarely suc­ 
cessful. 
Rats can always find enough food 


which takes over next January is a 
combination of problems that will 
tax the best wisdom of the nation 
And the kind of w isdom n e e d e d 
doesn’t repose in any one man or 
any small group.

As long as a place 
to hide and rear their young exists, 
they will continue to survive. Rat 
shelters on the farm are under 
piles of rubbish and discarded m a­ 
terial, behind double walls, under 
floors and other enclosed places. 
After a thorough poisoning cam­ 
paign these shelters must be elimi­ 
nated as much as possible. 
Reducing the availability 
of 
food for rats on a farm is a dif­ 
ficult job because of the quanti­ 
ties of feed handled. However, 
storing feed in rat-proof build­ 
ings, or if this is impossible, in 
rat-proof bins or containers, will 
help in eliminating the rat’s food 
supply. 
Around the home, careful dispo­ 
sal of garbage and other material 
that rats feed upon should be prac­ 
ticed. 
Studies have shown that after a 
poisoning campaign, the rat popula­ 
tion will return to its original size 
in nine months or less, unless the 
above m easures are carried out.

food for rats on a farm is a dif­ 
ficult job because of the quanti­ 
ties of feed handled.

ings, or if this is impossible, in 
rat proof bins or containers, will 
help in eliminating the rat's food 
supply. 
Around the home, careful dispo­ 
sal of garbage and other material 
that rats feed upon should be prac­ 
ticed. 
Studies have shown that after a 
poisoning campaign, the rat popula­ 
tion will return to its original size 
in nine months or less, unless the 
above measures are carried out.

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DIVERSE TONGUES 
IT SEEMS INCREDIBLE THAT in the 
country 
of the fabled Incas, with a popula­ 
tion of fewer than 9 million, there should 
be a multiplicity of languages of which no 
word has ev er been written or printed. Yet 
8 0 young scholars 
from the United States, 
many of them women, are study ing in Peru 
17 different languages, not dialects, some 
of them as different as English from Span­ 
ish, and believ e there are as many as 50. 
These are lang uag es of remote jungle 
tribes which have little contact with one 
another, and whose v ocabularies naturally 
are not large. After first themselv es ab­ 
sorbing a lang uag e, each group of scholars 
will endeavor to 
prepare a grammar and 
dictionary and teach the Indians to read 
and write, with the v iew that they will all j 
learn Spanish ultimately. 
The scientific v alue of such studies is dif­ 
ficult for the lay man to understand, b u t 
the Summer Ling uistic Institute, founded 
in 1934 by Dr. William C. Townsend and 
affiliated with the Univ ersity of Oklahoma, 
has 350 members working 
who hav e no 
doubt of it. The institute, supported by pri­ 
v ate subscription, had a budget last y ear of 
$250,000. Of the workers 230 are in Mex ico. 
The study of 
languages of aborigines is ; 
fascinating, as early 
American settlers 
found 
with 
those 
of 
Indian 
tribes, 
though current belief is that they did not 
originate here but found 
their way from | 
Siberia. The utter div ersity of speech and 
solitariness of small groups impels the be­ 
lief that this is any thing but “ one world.*'

These Days 


Jack Sargant Harris is an American cit­ 
izen who, when questioned by the McCar- 
ran Committee, was in the employ of the 
United Nations. He was an officer of the 
research section of the Division of Trustee­ 
ship and Information for non-self-gov ern- 
ing territories. He was the Number Two in 
that department. 
According to Harris, he had prev iously 
been employ ed by the gov ernment of the 
United States in the Office of Strategic 
Serv ices, one of the most secret agencies 
of our gov ernment during World War II. 
This colloquy ex plains his own attitude to­ 
ward his work: 
“ Mr. Harris. It was secret work, sir. 
“ Senator O’Conor. Secret work. 
“ Mr. Harris. Yes, sir. . . 
“ Mr. Morris. . . .Mr. Chairman, I am 
try ing to determine whether this man at 
the time he was occupy ing this secret po­ 
sition was in fact loy al to the United States, 
or whether he was loy al to some other gov ­ 
ernment. 
“ .Were y ou at that time a member of the 
Communist Party , Mr. Harris? 
“ Mr. Harris. Sir. I consider that question 
an inv asion of my rights as an American 
citizen. 
“ Senator O’Conor. The question is cer­ 
tainly not an inv asion of y our rights. Your 
answer, of course, is for y ou to make, but 
it is a perfectly proper question to be asked, 
whether a man who was engaged by the 
United States Government at a critical pe­ 
riod of its history , engaged in secret work, 
was in fact a member of a party which 
was seeking to overthrow the United States 
gov ernment. . .” 
Harris refused to state whether he was a 
Communist and claimed the protection of 
the First and Fifth Amendments. Senator 
Willis Smith made this comment: 
“ As I understand, no question has been 
asked or insisted upon that this man an­ 
swer any thing about any of his confiden­ 
tial activ ities. We did ask him whether or 
not at the time that he was employ ed by 
the United States Gov ernment in a most 
confidential capacity , whether or not at 
that time he took an oath to be loy al to 
America and whether, at that time, wheth­ 
er or not he was a member of the Commu­ 
nist Party . 
“ Now, a man who is In a confidential re­ 
lationship such as he was, . . .(m a y be 
asked) whether or not he was in fact, or 
will say himself, a loy al employ ee. If he 
won't say he is a loy al employ ee, w h a t 
does he ex pect other people to believ e 
about him? I do not see why he should not 
answer the question.” 
Harris av oided answering questions on 
the ground that his work for the OSS was 
of a secret nature. The McCarran Commit­ 
tee waiv ed questions on this subject and 
put it clearly to him: 
“ Mr. Morris. You were a cv ilian em­ 
ploy ee of the OSS? 
“ Mr. Harris. Ye^ sir, I was. 
“ Mr. Morris. And during that time, were 
y ou a member of the Communist Party ? 
“ Mr. Harris. . . .1 must decline to an­ 
swer that question on the grounds of my 
rights under the First and Fifth Amend­ 
ments of the Constitution.” 
Harris's functions dealt with the non­ 
self-gov erning territories, mostly in Africa 
and Asia; so he was asked:

Checking Abdominal Pain 
May Prevent Complications

Usually the person also has a 
OVER 5,000 people die from nauseated 
ieeling ,

appendicitis in the United States 
every year. 
W hat does this m ean? Not th a t 
an appendix operation is “dan­ 
g erous.” Today, with m odern sur­ 
g ical 
m ethods 
and 
antibiotic 
drug s, operations m uch more dif­ 
ficult than an appendectom y can 
be done with safety. 
Most of these deaths are from 
appendicitis 
th a t 
was 
disre­ 
g arded, or neg lected until It de­ 
veloped complications. 
Problem for Doctor 
These deaths should tell us th a t 
any persistent pain in the abdo­ 
m en is a problem for your doctor, 
and not for you to “doctor” your­ 
self, w ith the idea th a t appendi­ 
citis isn’t dang erous. 
Certain people, it seems, are 
predisposed to appendicitis a t­ 
tacks. Usually these are young 
adult males. The m ost common 
ag es are the teens, th e 20’s and 
the 30’s. Appendictis is infrequent 
after 40, but attacks have even 
been reported in persons 90 years 
old. 
Usually, appendictis starts with 
a pain centered around the navel, 
but also spreading over the abdo­ 
men. The pain th en becomes 
centered in the lower p art of the 
rig ht side. 
Be Suspicious of Pain 
People should not be lax about 
a pain in the lower rig h t side, and 
think it is only a cram p, 
g as, 
“period,'* indig estion, or belly­ 
ache. Pain in the lower rig ht side 
should always arouse suspicion of 
an 
appendicitis 
attack 
until 
proven otherwise. 


vomit. Very often, however, ho 
merely has a loss of appetite. As 
a rule, appendicitis 
also causes 
constipation. Less 
often, it may 
bring a diarrhea. 
A doctor can 
usually make an 
exact diag nosis of 
appendicitis. 
To do this, he sometimes finds it 
helpful to test the blood and 
make a blood count. 
In appendi­ 
citis. the white blood count is 
usually hig h, showing th a t there 
is an infection. 
Operation Usually Simple 
A neg lected appendix can be 
fatal, or very disabling 
for weeks 
or months. If there is any doubt 
whether a patient has an acute 
attack, it is better to operate. The 
I operation is usually 
simple, and 
with the m odem antibiotic drug s, 
| relatively safe. 
In some cases, doctors can tre a t 
appendicitis medically with larg e 
l doses of penicillin and othec antl- 
; biotics. 
Usually, however, they 
prefer to remove the appendix 
when they suspect it is infected. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. H.: I am a 14-year-old g irl 
and have an excessively oily skin. 
Could you please sug g est some­ 
thing for this condition? 
: 
Answer: Oiliness of the skin is 
a personal characteristic, th a t is, 
it varies in different individuals. 
The exact cause of such a con­ 
dition is not known. 
You should wash your face 
frequently w ith a mild soap and 
warm 
w ater 
and occasionally 
with a warm borax solution. A 
face lotion containing alcohol 
| sometimes is of value.

The Martini quaffer is a lonely 
but proud figure. The majority of 
mankind, taking the human race 
around the globe, is and usually 
always has been heavily against 
the imbibing of alcoholic bever­ 
ages in any form.

Before releasing the defendant 
the judge launched on an unpre- > 
cedented attack on officials of the 
North Baltimore bank whom he 
saiJ should have been indicted in- I 
stead of Sponsler. 
"1 am sorry you are here; I am 
also sorry to be speaking this 
way," the judge told Sponsler. 
Judge Kloeb said he examined a 
detailed report on the defendant 
and his 32 years of service with j 
the First National Bank. 
"It is a shame to look at such a 
record," the jurist declared. The 
judge then pointed to the years 
when Sponsler first became associ­ 
ated with the bank. His salary was 
$1.080 a year. 
In 1927, “the boom days,” this 
man "was paid a grand sum of 
$1,400, and as late as 1942, he was 
receiving $1,900 annually,” Judge 
Kloeo said. 
* e ♦ 
"THE BANK kept this man liv­ 
ing like a pauper,” declared the 
judge, asserting if he had the pow­ 
er he would sentence the bank’s of­ 
ficials to read the story of Scrooge 
at Christmas time and to think of 
Sponsler. 
Complete restitution of the $7,- 
500 was made by Sponsler’s turn­ 
ing into the bank 50 shares of stock. 
The shortage accumulated over 
a period of several years prior to 


1941. Investigators said Sponsler, 
who had taken small amounts 
which he spent on his family, had 
made 
attempts 
to 
correct 
the 
bank's records but was unable to 
obtain sufficient funds. 
Sponsler walked away from the 
courtroom with tears streaming 
down his cheeks. 
He and his wife, a former North 
Baltimore 
school 
teacher, 
have 
moved to Cleveland where he now 
is employed. 
Officials of the bank said they 
had no comment to make about the 
criticism levelled at them by Judge 
Kloeb.

By this method there are never 
too many hunters in one field.

Any true sportsman would n o t 
wish to hunt on anyone’s farm with­ 
out permission. 
In my opinion it would help weld 
a better relationship between farm ­ 
er and sportsman if our Pickaway 
County Farm er’s and Sportsman's 
Association would work out a proj­ 
ect of this kind with all the farm ­ 
ers in the county, furnishing them 
with cards and holders.

Larry Best, county agent, con­ 
firmed that Renick had been here 
and had conferred with him in ad­ 
dition to McCrady and Mayor Ed 
Amey. 
Best explained, however, that 
jRenick came here originally to 
make a survey on garbage dispo­ 
sal in reference to another mat­ 
ter of vital interest to the agricul­ 
tural department. 
It was in the course of his survey 
of garbage disposal methods that 
Renick expressed amazement and 
disapproval of Circleville’s 
city 
dump. 
According to the chief of police, 
Renick said the city dump consti­ 
tutes a water pollution hazard and 
should be eliminated. As for rats at 
the dump, McCrady added: 
“There’s so many of them out 
there it looks as though the whole 
dump’s alive after dark,” 
Leist repeated he feels a sanitary 
fill system would be the most eco­ 
nomical method to replace the open 
dump. He has frequently 
said, 
however, that any action to be 
taken is up to city council.
